Claim 1 7 (new): The tool of claim 1, wherein the interior surface has a threaded portion. 

Claim 18 (new): The tool of claim 17, wherein a first thread direction of the threaded 
portion is opposite a second thread direction ofa threaded portion of the spark plug 
proximate the electrode end. 

Claim 19 (new): The tool of claim 18, wherein the threaded portion further has at least 
one groove. 

Claim 20 (new); The tool of claim 1, wherein the interior surface further has at least one 
spline portion. 

Claim 2 1 (new); The tool of claim 1, wherein the second end is configured to receive a 
torque application device, 
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(Maim 22 (new): A method of removing a damaged spark plug from an engine utilizing a 
tool, the damaged spark plug having a damaged wrench-engaging member and a body 
disposed adjacent the wrench-engaging member, the tool having a body portion extending 
along a first direction, the body portion having a first end, a second end, and an aperture 
extending from the first end into the body portion toward the second end, the aperture 
defining an interior surface configured to engage a portion of the body of the damaged 
spark plug adjacent the damaged wrench-engaging member, the method comprising:
